This 
year there are business failures be- 
cause new undertakings and expan- 
sions have been falsely 
stimulated 


and have been doomed from their 
start to eventual failure. Keen com- 
petition and greater efficiency in pro- 
duction have brought about a steady 
decline In commodity prices. 
This 


forces out inefficient concerns. It is 
a,ll a selective process which has been 
considerably advanced by real agri- 
cultural depression and the collapse 
of the Florida boom. 


The country as a whole is not 


suffering a sharp business recession; 
individual concerns, started with too 
little financial and intellectual equip- 
ment are suffering failure. It Is not 
a menacing situation now or for the 
future.
